In yeBterday's edition of tbia jonrnal 
was pabiished a well written and very 
leneible paper npon.tlie Bnbjeot of the 
moat pr&otioable route by wbiob tbe 
- rail tray IDay'rea6h■:<^E■ql|im«ltf«^t.tbe' 
great Pacific harbor of the Dominion. 

, . While regretting thftt wti.©DliyWfl^9t 
with our valaj|dj9pptr^^ npon ^hat 
may be ooDsidered as collateral pointb, 
it is satiefRCtory to'find^hl^t wo aro in 
norfoot acoord apoii the cardinal point, 
viz, tiio noceBBity for reaching EBquimalt. 
So long aa there is na egreemont on 
that fundamontal point, there is not 
likely to be any falal dieagrcomont 
amongst honest men in rospcot of moro 
oollatoral issues. If there bo only an 
earnest and inlolligont oonvioUon 
that Esquimau must bo reached; the 
question as to how it can boat bo reach, 
od may well bo diBonased in a spirit of 
frieadlineaa and Oandor* And we oon. 
ceivo ouraelvea warranted in conolading 
that this conviction must have gaiuod a 
lodgement in every candid miad. This 
conviction rests opon thieo dibtinct pro- 
pOBitione. Firstly, as hi- 1 been well put^ 
by our coriospondout, should Iho raU~ 
way Etop.-ou tbe Mainland, — we will Bay 
Bnrrard Inlet — it would involve some 
eighty miles jf intricate navigation, ex- 
posed to sanlion rocks, strong, erratic 
and treacherous currents and, in many 
plnceg, bad holding-ground. To minds 
unfamiliar with Buch eubjeota tho full 
iorce of this objection may^not ; bo 
very apparent, — its influence opon the 
oommercialand maritime intereBtB of the 
country may not bo very doarly roa- 
lized. £ut there need be little beaita- 
tiou in affirming that the suooobs of tho 
railway scheme as tho highway of com- 
merce and of popples, mast, in a very 
large degree, depend upon an avoidance 
of that eighty miles of intrioate and 
dangerous navij^ution — DM,vigalion 
wholly unsailed to ocuun-goiug" ships.
